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County Unit 
Voting Doomed 
.by High Court 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The Su- 


preme Court ruled today that all 
votes in statewide elections must 
have equal weight—thereby doom- 
ing voting by county units. 


While the 8-1 decision specific- 


ally applied to Georgia, its lan- 
guage was so broad that it cearly 
applied also to the two other 


..•states, Mississippi and Maryland, 


that use a form of unit voting. 


Justice Douglas delivered the 


court's opinion. Justice Harlan 
was the dissenter. 


Douglas said in his opinion: 


"The conception of political equal 
ity from the Declaration of Inde 
pendence, to Lincoln's Gettysburg 
Address, to the 15th, 17th amen- 
dments 
can mean only 
one 


thing—one person, one vote." 


• % In a concurring opinion Justice 


Clark said today's decision in- 
volves only statewide elections of 
a U.S. senator and of state execu- 
tive and judicial officers respon-. 
sibile to a statewide constituency. 


"Within a given constituency, 


there can be room for but a single 
constitutional rule—one voter, ono 
vote," Clark said. 


Clark apparently wrote his con-

decision does not. involve the va- 
lidity of a state's apportionment 
of

constituencies

Very Proud 
of 2 Things

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (AP 


Cosla Ricans, hosts this week to 
the meeting of President Kennedy 
with the presidents of Central 
American countries and Panama, 
are 
especially proud 
of 
two 


things: 


1. This is a country where the 


Constitution 
has 
abolished 
the 


army, instead of the usual re 
verse pattern. The 1,200 members 
of the Civil Guard are the na- 
tion's only armed force. They per- 
form police duties. 


2. Costa Rica has more schools 


than soldiers. Illiteracy is 20 pel- 
cent, compared to an average of 
about 60 per cent in the rest of 
Central America. 


This dual effort of raising edu- 


cation and reducing militarism 
has paid off by giving Costa Rico 
a tradition of democracy. 


In this century there have been 


only two changes of government 
by force. 


In 1917 President Alfredo Gon- 


zalez Flores—a man obviously far 
ahead of the Alliance for Progress 
—became unpopular by instituting 
a graduated income tax and try- 
ing to raise real estate taxes. His 
minister of war, Federico Tinoco, 
took over the presidency, but 
popular pressure mounted against 
Tinoco and he was thrown out of 
the country in 1919. (Costa Rica 
later got income taxes). 


The 
next violent change oc- 


curred in the elections of 1948 
when Teodoro Picado was presi- 
dent. Otilio Ulate defeated Rafael 
Calderon Guardia but Picado's 
pro-Calderon regime tried to have 
the National Assembly annul the 
elections. 


A widespread protest strike fol- 


lowed. A farmer turned politician. 
Jose (Pepe) Figueres. led a popu- 
lar uprising which threw out Pi- 
cado. 


Figueres took over the govern- 


ment as head of a junta but 
turned the presidency over to 
Ulate in 1949. 


Since then Costa Rican elections 


have been acclaimed for fairness 
and freedom. Opposition parties 
have won every election since 
1948. 


The current president is Fran- 


Cisco Orlich.

NEW YORK (AP) - The story 


behind "the most dramatic stock 
market events in more than three 
decades" was told today by the 
New York Stock Exchange. 


It reported what investors did 


during the May 28, 1!)02 market 
crash and the May 29-31 recovery. 


On "Black Monday," May 28, 


the market was rocked by its 
worst loss since 1929. About mid- 
day Tuesday it made an abrupt 
about face and scored a partial 
recovery. On Thursday, after a 
Memorial Day holiday respite, it 
more than recaptured Monday's 
loss. 


During this period 35 million 


shares changed hands in 673,000 
individual transactions, swamping 
the exchange's 
ties.

The exchange surveyed a por- 


tion of these transactions to find 
out who was buying and selling, 
said 
Keith 
Funston, 
exchange 


president. 


Here is what the survey showed: 
—The public, individuals, sold 


heavily when the market was de- 
clining and bought heavily when 
it was rising. 


—Financial 
institutions, com- 


mercial banks and non-member 
broker - dealers ducked market 
trends throughout the three days, 
buying when individual investors 
were selling, and vice versa. 


—Individual exchange members 


and member organizations, in gen- 
eral, were net buyers when the 
market was declining and net sell- 
ers as the market rose. 


The survey also showed that 


over the three days individuals in 
the middle and upper income 
groups were net sellers. Those in 
the under-$10,000 income category 
were substantial net buyers, es- 
pecially on May 31. Investors with 
incomes under $5,000 were buyers, 
even on May 28, when all others 
sold on balance.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Small- 


business men would be among the 
most - favored 
beneficiaries

President Kennedy's tax program, 
a study indicated today.

Data from the Small Business 


Administration 
indicates, how- 


ever, that these groups would 
save roughly $1.2 billion under the 
individual income and business 
tax changes—a surprisingly large 
figure, since it is equivalent to 
nearly half the proposed $2,6 bil- 
lion 
reduction 
in 
corporation 


rates. 


The savings would go to these 


groups: 


—About $233 million, by Treas- 


ury estimate, to the 475,000 cor- 
porations having earnings of $25,- 
000 a year or less. This would 
result from cutting the normal 
corporation tax rate from 30 to 
22 per cent. 


—Another $200 million, as indi- 


cated by SBA figures, to firms 
classed by that agency as small 
businesses 
but 
having 
profits 


above $25,000. This would result 
from the drop in the total corpora- 
tion tax rate from 52 per cent to 
47 per cent. 


—About $000 million for unin- 


corporated small business owners 
and partnerships. This is the esti- 
mated effect of the individual in- 
come tax cuts on smaller opera- 
tors, excluding most professional 
groups and individuals engaged in 
farming, fishing and forestry.

Season of 
Tornadoes 
Has Arrived

The 
vernal 
equinox, 
which 


marks the first tornado season in 
Arkansas, is three days away. 


Walter C. Hickmon, chief met- 


eorologist for the U.S. Weather 
Bureau at Little Rock, said tor- 
nadoes are most likely around the 
cquinoxial 
periods 
which 
are 


March 21 and Sept. 23. 


He said the first danger season 


extends into mid-May. 


"Tornadoes, of course, have hit 


in Arkansas in all the months," 
Hickmon said, "but from about 
mid-March to mid-May is the per- 
iod pf most intensive activity." 


The equinox is the time of the 


year, when the day and night are 
of about the same length. It also 
marks the time of year when 
thundershowers 
a n d 
thunder- 


storms are most frequent Hickmon 
said. 


Tornadic 
destruction 
already 


has visited the state this year. 
State Police units earlier this 
month sighted a tornado funnel 
one mile west of Colt on state 
Highway 1, another tornado slight- 
ly damaged several houses about 
four miles west of Wynne and 
heavy 
winds caused extensive 


damage at Sardis last Saturday. 


No one reported sighting a fun- 


nel at Sardis. The roof of the 
Otra Tatom house there was blown 
off and the house was moved off 
its foundation. A. P. Griffis said 
his barn was demolished, Hays 
Rogers said a barn on his farm 
was flattened and Ray Rogers 
said two chicken houses on his 
farm were destroyed. 


Hickmon said the chief line of 


defense against tornadoes is the 
Weather Bureau. It uses charts, 
maps and radar to determine 
where tornadoes are most likely 
to occur and distributes the in- 
formation to news media, police, 
Civil Defense and the Red Cross, 
le said. 


Usually the information is avail- 


able, up to six hours in advance, 
he said. 


"We just .do the best we can. 


Hickmon said. 
j 


There is no way to prepare" tor 


a tornado or to stop one, Hick- 
Tion said. He advised storm eel- 
ars 
as the best method of pro- 


tection. But, if caught out in the 
open, the Weather Bureau ad- 
vised moving at right angles to a 
tornado. 
Usually tornadoes advanced about 
!5 to 40 miles an 
hour, 
the 


bureau said, with speed inside the 
funnel estimated at up to 500 miles 
an hour. 


He pointed out that winds in- 


side a hurricane rarely, if ever, 
get up to 250 miles per hour. And 
actually clocking the speed of a 
tornado is out of the question Hick, 
mon said. 


"Can you 
imagine anyone or 


anything trying to catch up with 
a tornadoO" h« said. "The thing 
to do is get out of its way." 


At least two cities have made 


preparations for advance warning 
of tornadoes. Rogers and Benton- 
ville have established systems cen 
tering around Exfplorer Post 122 
at Rogers and the Civil Defense

Florida City 
Distressed 
by Refugees 


By BEN PUNK 


MIAMI, Fia. (AP)-The flood of 


Cuban exiles has brought eco- 
nomic distress to this city of ref- 
uge and the only solution is a 
stepped-up resettlement program 
that will spread the load over 
other parts of the nation. 


This was the gist of tesitmony 


Thursday at a hearing called by 
Florida congressmen Dante Fas- 
cell and Claude Pepper to deter- 
mine just how serious the prob- 
lem has become and how it can 
be corrected. 


A wave of fear swept through 


Miami's huge Cuban colony when 
tlie hearing was announced. 


"The refugees fear that we have 


entered into a policy of co-exis- 
tence 
with Castro Cuba," said 


Wendell Rollason, director of the 
Inter-American 
Affairs Commis-J 


sion, a private organization con-/ 
cerned 
with problems of the 


exiles. 


Fascell and Pepper asked each 


Cuban witness to assure his peo- 
ple that the United States govern- 
ment is dedicated to the overthrow 
of Castro and the return of free- 
dom to Cuba. 


He asked that the Cubans be 


told also that the hearing did not 
grow out of any feeling of hostil- 
ity but "out of the need to help 
our own people who are in dis- 
tress." 


There was conflicting testimony 


over how many Cubans are in Mi- 
ami and how many have moved 
into jobs formerly held by Floridi- 
ans. 


Labor leaders testified that the 


Cubans were forcing Americans

Hardest hit was Judsonia, which 


counted its dead at 57, its injured 
at 346 and its property damage at 
almost $4 million.

Knob, Mayflower, McCrory, Har- 
•isburg, New England, 
Hazen, 


Cotton Plant and Marked Tree. 


The Weather Bureau said tor- 


nadoes generally move from south- 
west 
to northwest. Their paths 


•ange from 10 to 40 miles long 
but they have been known to trav- 
el up to 300 miles, the bureau said. 
The width can range from a few 
feet to a mile. 


Tornadoes, 
though 
immensely 


destructive, can at times seem 
like playful things. Ed Tyler, an 
employe of the Skylark Drive-In 
Theater at Pocahontas in 1961, said 
he 
jumped into a pickup truck 


when he saw something "black 
and coming at me." 


He said the truck was lifted from 


the ground, with him in it, spun 
around several times and put 
down. 


"I was hanging onto the steer- 


ing wheel with my feet out the 
door,' he said. "I thought I was 
a goner, He wasnt injured. The 
event, which Tyler said took place 
May 15, 1961, was also witnessed 
by Maynard Reynolds. 


Hickmon said tornadoes usually 


develop between 3 p.m. and 7 
p.m. 
Meteorogically, 
they 
are 


caused by a mass of cool, dry 
air "overriding a stream of moist 
warm air, usually moving north 
from the tropics. 


The moist air is drawn up vio- 


lently into the atmosphere, he said, 
condensing 
and 
forming black 


clouds, Hickmon said. 


He 
said tornadoes most fre- 


quently appear on what seems to 
be a quiet but hot and humid day. 
He said greenish-black clouds hang 
low in the sky and may be ac- 
companied by rain or hail. 


The sky grows darker, a swirl- 


ing funnel-shaped cloud dips down 
and a tornado is born, Hickmon 
said.
